Shanghai, Oct. 9.— Reports from Pekin 
say the government) intends to largely in- 
oresse the tax on goods transmittsd to and 

from the interior, for the purpose of raising 
additional war funds. It is also reported 
that tho Viceroy has aaked ill the salt mor- 
hants to oontributo to tho war expensea. 
in this way it is expected that the 5,000,- 
000 taels will be. raised. 

The latest reports of the Yalu naval 
battle report that aasertiona are made 
frequently that none of the Japanese vessels 
were lost, although several of them were 
badly damaged in the enoagemenli. The 
report that the JapEinese bays landed in 
force at Port Arthur is not eonfirmed. Tho 
British gunboat Bedpole, wbiob arrived here 
to-day from a cruise near Port Arthur, 
wbero the Japanese wero reported to have 
landed, reports that there was no sign of 
Japanese in that quarter. 

A second Japiiueso army is reported to 
have oroaaod the Yalu river and to be ad- 
vancing upon Moukden. It is believed that 
tho plaoe will soon fall into tno bands of the 
enemy. The Cblnose troops there are said 
to be greatly demoralized. 

LoNiiox, Oct. 9. — A Yokohama dispatch 
to tho Weatmiiistor Gazette aaya tt ia re- 
ported there that the JapancBo have cap. 
tured Chcofoo. A Hongkong diBpatoh Baya 
tho Foo Choiv river haa been closed to ahip- 
ping. Tho liritiah warship Undaunted has 
been ordered to Nagasaki and tho gunboat 
Firfbrand to New Chang. 

A St. Petersburg diapatoh to the Man- 
cheater Guardian aaya : " RuBsia aent a 
note to Japan in September claiming in- 
tereat in future from the government of 
Korea, Japan's reply, it iu asaorted, waa 
unfriendly to Russia's proposals." 

Russia's , position in Eastern Siberia docs 
noOirender. the territory safo in a confllot 
with Japan, but large reinforcements of 
troops are proceeding to the military sta- 
tions on the Amoor and other rivers. 

A Chemulpo dispatch to the Sc. James' 
Gazette, dated October 3, says that fourteen 
Japanese transports were in the harbor with 
nearly 8,000 troops. Owing to fears of an 
uprismg of insurgent tribes the garrison at 
Seoul has been reinforced. Tho expense to 
Japan of maintaining her army in Korea is 
£60,000. 

The Japanese government haa Instrnoted 
Field Marshal Yamagata to inform the 

diplomata at Seoul that he will not allow 
tho Japanese army to plunder Pekin in case 
that oily ia taken. Thia aasuranco will prob- 
ably Induce the diplomats to stay in Pekin, 
even should the Emperor leave the capital. 
They will, at any rate, attempt to negotiate 
a peace by asking Japan to be moderate in 
her demands. 

The recent statemcnb that American 
officers had entered tho Japanese army haa 
been rectified. It now appears that Gen- 
Ruggles, of the American atafF, and several 
other American ctlioera wero readily per- 
mitted by the Japaneae government to fol- 
low the campaign, but solely aa apootatora. 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Times says 
tho negotiationB mentioned by the Cologne 
Gacette, aemi-oincial, lookinK to the adop- 
tion of joint meaaures by Great Britain, 
Germany and other powers for the proteo> 
tion of their subjects in China, are quite 
distinct from any eventual interference be- 
tween the belligerents with a view to limit- 
ing the duration or area of hostilities, Ger- 
many's commercial interests in China and 
Japan being second only to Great Britain's. 

it is reported that the reinforcements of 
marines for tho Britiah equadrou in Chinese 
waters will go to their destination by way 
of the Canadian Paoiiio railway, which is 
considered the qniokesb rente. 

The Central News oorreepondent in 
Shanghai aiys that a steamer loaded with 
coal for the Hiitish warships at Chee Foo 
wos stopped the other day by a Japanese 
cruiser, but was subsequently allowed to 
proceed.

The volunteers are drilling steadily. Busi- 
nesa in Tientsin is at a standatill, Storea of 
ticina and hidca from tho interior aro no- 
cumulating. The Viceroy worka night and 
day, but keeps himself aecludod. Ho haa 
not, been seen in the port since the recent 
Chinese reversea. 

A despatch to tho Central News from 
Tientsin Buya : " Tho British njiniater in 
Peking called at tho Imperial pi.laco yester- 
day anil waa granted a long and cordial 
audionon by tho Emperor." 

■rho 'J'inioB will publiah to-morrow tho 
following dipp^iloli from itB Tientain corres 
pendent: " Five thousand Rut.sian troops 
are pnated on the Korean frontier, facing a 
Japuneeo force at Hunchuh. Absaults on 
foreigners iu Pekin and its environs are in- 
creasing in frequency and gravity, as 
ih has been always predicted must happen. 
Eaoh minister, thinking to oonoilitato tho 
government, leavoa it to his colloaguea to 
make protesta, tho rcaults being plenary in- 
dulgence to street rowdies. For tho same 
reason oommorolal rights aro invaded with 
impunity. Serious troubles must follow un- 
loBB the foreign agents deal firmly." 

RoMK, Oct. 9. — Tho Italian minister at 
I'okin has, in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of tho Italian government, addroasoda 
note to China inviting pourparlers with 
Japan in an effort to bring about a termina- 
tion of tho war. In this endeavor tho 
minister tonderod his own ollices. Tho 
Conoralof tho Josuita has memoriali/.od tho 
I'opo asking Hia Holiness to use hia inilu- 
enoe with the powers to tho end of terminat- 
ing tho war. 

RoMK, Oct. 9.— The] Italian government 
haa decided to spend an additional g.'iSO.OOO 
to complete tho warships which have long 
been in course of oonstruotion. Another 
Italian oruiaer, the " Cristoforo Colombo," 
has been ordered to Chee Foo. Among her 
o£Qoers is the Dake of -'Abrnzzl, nephew of 
King Hnmberk " 

BEitLlN, Oot. 9 —The St. Peterabnrp oor 
respondent of tbe Koolnisohe Zeitnng says 
that Russia has sent a strong force to ber 
Asiatio frontier to prevent the further iu' 
roads of Chinese marauders. (The force con 
aists of five battaliona of riflemen, two 
squadrons of Coasacks and three batteries 
VVasjiinotok, Oot. 0,— The crisis of the 



Ctipeso-Japaneao war ia looked for within 
the next few days or two weeks, by those 
most interested and best intormed in tho 
contest. Tho legotions of the two countries 
sre expecting daily to hear that a decisive 
battle has been fought, Thia is based on 
tho faot that tho Japanese have been gradu- 
ally closing in around Peking, ond the in- 
vading army will bo oompolled by force of 
circumstances to strike ita blow at onoa or 
not at all. The intense cold, which comes 
on about tho middle of October, makes this 
imperative. 

The Japanese troops are wholly unpre- 
pared for the rigorous winter of Peking, 
which is due within two weeks, tho climate 
of Japan being very mild, even in winter. 
The Chinese look upon thia as ono of their 
defences, and the Japanese know that it 
compels them to oonoentrate their campaign 
for thia year into the nejcb few weeks and, if 
possible, into a few days. For that reason 
they are preparing to malie heroic eflTorta to 
decide the contest at once. They are with- 
out the heavy clothing, camp equipage, 
etc., necessary for a campaign in the bitter 
cold. 

San Fbanoisco, Oct. 9.— Mr. Chinda, 
Japanese consul in this oonntryj has receiv- 
ed no recent despatches oonoeming the pro- 
gress of the war between China and Japan. 
He has some views oonoeming the situation, 
which nevertheless are interesting. He does 
not think that there oan b'e any lorfie force 
of Chinese in Korea. Aooording to the de- 
spatches there was little left of the Chinese 
army aa a whole after tho battle of Ping 
Yang as a coherent mass. What waa still 
in Korea was in fragmentary detached 
bando. If tho doapatchea are correct and 
the Japanese troopa have been moving^ to 
tho Northward ainoo the battle of Ping 
Yang they may even have crossed tho 
frontier. There was not enough 
of tho Chinese loft in Korea to 
seriously impede their advance. Very 
likely they have practically driven tho Chi- 
neae army out of Ivorea. Mr. Chinda thinks 
the dispatches concerning the taking of ac- 
tive meaaurea by tho Britiah to protect their 
interests in China may bo correct. Great 
Britain has a greater interest in Shanghai 
and the interior of China than hau any other 
European nation. The Chinese warship, tho 
Taao Klang, Mr. Chinda aaya, haa been con- 
verted into a warship in the aorvice of 
Japan. After she was captured by the 
Japanese she waa taken into a Japanese 
port. In the new service she bears a new 
name. She is now called the Toyoahima, 
which is tho Japanese name of tho island of 
Fong Tao. She carries this title henceforth 
in oommemoration of tbe battle fought off 
that port, in whioh the ' Japaneae wero 
victors. 

aSOBaS Q. CHANDLER 

General Agent of the Northern Facifle Killed 
, In* a Street Oar Accident. 

TA0bUA, 0ct. 8.— George G. Chandler, 
general agent of tho Northern Paolfio Rail- 
way company in thia city, who was killed 
by tho upsetting of an electric street car on 
tho old town line, was struck full in the face 
by the heavy wood and iron work of tho 
oar whioh omshed out his life leaving his 
head a shapeless mass. At the time Mr. 
Chandler waa killed the Elks were prepar- 
ing for a social seasion to be participated in 
by the Elks and Shriners of the Northwest 
Immediately upon the receipt of the news 
tho festivities were all pat aside, and the 
Ninth atroet theatre where they were to be 
held waa cloaed. Mr. Chandler waa a native 
of New York state and worked on a farm 
near Ogdensburgh when a boy. He was 37 
years old and leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren. He was probably tho beat known 
railroad man in the Northweat, having been 
with the Northern Pacific for aevon yeara. 
He was a Mystic Shriner and Elk, and had 
a fine baas voice, and was in groat demand 
for cnncerts and benefita. G. G. Chandler 
waa one of tho meet popular men on Pugot 
Sound and was well known among railroad 
ond huaineaa men. Before coming to Puget 
Sound ho waa general agent of the Northern 
Pacific at Helena, Mant., and by hia per- 
sonal popularity was largely inatrumental 
in retaining the large eharo of tho buaineas 
of that city for hia road after the comple- 
tion ot tiio Montana Central brought the 
Great Northern into tho field as a compet- 
ing line. Ho also took a lively interoat in 
athletic sporta and was one of the most ac- 
tive supporters of the now df funot Pacific 
Northwest Baseball League. Ho was a man 
of genial manners and waa a talented and 
valued officer of the Northern Pacific road.

Xbere ia no truth in 
the rumora that Chancellor Ciprivi or Count 
Eulenburg will resign. 

The innubitantB of Louren/.o Matquez, 
Delagoa bay, are in fear of an immediate 
attack by Knffira. Hostile natives are Buid 
to bo within a milo of the town. All the 
stores are closed. Everybody capable of 
bearing nrnis haa been ordered to take part 
in the defer c 3, and the barricades have been 
strengthened. 

The police of Koine aro said to have dis- 
covered an anurchiatio plot extending over 
the whole of Italy, organized by Albsno, u 
notorious anarohist. An infernal machine 
haa been found upon the window sill ut the 
police barracks at Milan. Tho fuse was ex- 
tioguished before an explosion occurred. 
Several arrests have been made. 

Tho Spanish government baa arranged 
with tho Hunk of Spain for an advance of 
10,000,000 peeoa in Spanish silver dollars to 
replace Mexican dollars, which will bo with- 
drawn from circulation in Porto Rico. A 
new govornor geueral will be sent to Porto 
Rico to replace Lieut.-Gen. Daben. These 
measures ure intended to pacify tho discon- 
tented colonists. 
The procession held on Sunday in oom- 
' fflemoration ot the death of Charles S. Par- 
nell was the largest on record. In line 
were political sooletiea from all parts of the 
oonntry, every oounty ,in Ireland being re- 
presented. Timothy Harrington, who or- 
ganized the procession, Mr. Farnell's 
brother and sister,' Jolin and William Red- 
mond, and other FaraelUte members of the 
House of Commons, the Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin, the Mayor of Cork and a portion of the 
corporation of both cities, in their robes of 
nfRoe, took part In the parade. Over fifty 
bands wero in line. The streeta were so 
packed with spcctatora that it waa difficult 
for the proceesion to move. At Glasnevin 
cemetery the parade deposited hundreds of 
beautiful wreaths on Parnell'a grave. A 
feature of the day was the thousands of wo- 
men -.vho wore ivy leaves in their breasts or 
in their hair. 

The United Press correspondent has au- 
thority from the German Chancellor to aay 
that the bill concerning politioal associations 
will have a clause forbidding minors to 
attend political meetings. If the rciohstag 
rejects the bill it will be dissolved. 

Tbe Volks Zeitung publishes Emperor 
William's order amending the powers of 
superior officers to control tho marriage of 
their men. Hereafter an officer's consent 
may not be made dependent upon the loca- 
tion of the place where the ceremony ia to 
bo solemnized. The Emperor thus abolishes 
tho practice of discrimination in favor of 
Protestants and against Catholics. 
wishes to aeo the fewest possible obstacles id 
the way of tbe soldier's marriage. 

Tbe report that tbe Emperor expects to 
visit the Paris exhibition in 1900 is a fiction. 
He has not even considered such a trip. 

Tbe German government is determined 
not to allow tbe United States to treat Ger- 
many as the least favored nation in the mat- 
ter of the sugar aohednle. 'If the German 
protest should not be heeded in Washington 
the German government will take steps to 
retaliate. 

Tho Welsh manufacturers have olTered the 
British tin plate workers who went to 
America free transportation and employ- 
ment if they return. 

A dispatch from Rome to the Central 
News says that tho majority of tho Pied- 
mont deputies, led by Tommaeo Villa, have 
declared their intention to support the gov- 
ernment in tho chamber. Their action will 
greatly strengthen Signer Criapi, and will 
reduce the following of Signora Ziuardelli 
and GloUitti to about 10. The immediate 
causes of the secession ure Ziuardelli's alli- 
ance with tho socialists aud the indictment 
of Giolitti. 

Opposition in England to the proposed 
fast Canadian steuniship lino ia observable 
in more than one quaiior, and numerous 
rumors are, it is said, being circulated with 
a view to uopopularizing the scheme. One 
; oi. these is emoodied in the statement, which 
the officials in London of the Occidental & 
Oriental steamship oompany deny moat em- 
phatically that there is any truth whatever 
in the report that their company and the 
Pacific Mail Co. had entered into a combina- 
tion with a view to bringing strong opposi- 
tion to bear against the projected Canadian 
line. 

Prof. Nathanael Pringsheim, tho dis- 
tinguished German botanist, is dead. Na- 
thanael Pringsheim was of Jewish descent, 
and was born near Lsndsborg, Silesiu, No- 
vember 30, 1823. Ho studied in several 
German universitiea and in Paris, went to 
Berlin in 1851, and in 1857 commonood tho 
publication of tho Botanic Year Book. Ho 
wus professor of botany at Jena from ISUl 
to 1SG8. He diatinguiahod himself by hie 
niinuto researches into tho anatomy and 
physiology of oryptogamous plants. 

Tho steamer London, from Adelaide for 
Ereemantlo, went on Pollock reef, off tho 
West Australian coast, on October G Of 
the IGl passengers all but four made their 
way in bouts and rafts to Southeast island. 
'Thirty-aix members of the crew were saved 
also. Tho four missing pasaongers are sup- 
posed to have been drowned. 

The anti Bemi'Semltio groups of the Ger- 
man pmpire have' deoiaed through their 
^delegates in conference at Elsenaob, to obm- 
'ibine under tho name of tbe "German sooial 
reform party." The extreme. tendenoies of 
the conference were shown by the iieartlness 
with which it received ex-Reotor Ahlwardt, 
the most unaorupulous and blatant Jew- 
baiter in Germany. 

In a letter French deputy de I'Ouole de- 
clares that Grout Britain has the benefit of 
tho loyalty convention of 1885, and says that 
he bullovea that England will not alter her 
policy in regard to Mudaganoar. 

L'l Figaro opposes tho French annexation 
of MudaguBCir on the ground that it would 
be too costly and the advuntagoa extremely 
doubtful.

Though they 
regretted keeping tenderers waiting so long, 
it wan thought bettor to still have tho mat- 
ter left open.

THE LABDEAU. 

A Beelon of Untold Wealth-Tlie Ore Blotaer 
Than Ever Expected. 

(From tho Kootenay Mall.) 

Mr. Harry Boss has arrived at Thomson's 
from his claim north of Trout Lake City. 
He is intciestod in seven claims, four of 
which he staked this summer, and all are 
high-grade propositions. He thinks most of 
the Hunter group, on Pool creek, the ledges 
on which aro from 20 to 40 feet wide and 
assay from 100 to 300 ounces silver to tho 
ton. Mr. Boaa is loud in his praise of the 
Lardeau country. He says ho has been 
through Slocan and almost every other min- 
ing camp in North America, buc never saw 
such large bodies of high-grade ore as he met 
with in the Lardeau. Besides, the Lardeau 
leads carry more gold than many of the beat 
gold mioca in the world. 

Messrs. Campbell and Johnson have been 
steadily developing the Badshoball snmrner, 
and have struck a body of ore larger and 
richer than they evev expected. The lead 
whero they have sank on it shows 12 feet 
of solid grey oopper ore between the walls, 
averaging over 300 ozi. to the ton. Some of 
their assays ran from 1100 to 1700 czj. 
They have employed four men all summer, 
and have kept extremely quiet for men who 
own Buoh a bonanza. 

The owners of the Black Prince are work- 
ing day and night and expeot to reach the 
main ledge this week, as they are in consid- 
erably over 100 feet, and have out d\iring 
the last week three stringers of very rich ore, 
Mr. S. P. Fair weather, of the C( rur 
d'Alene, arrived at Thomson's from Camp- 
boll & Johnson's mine, and confirms the re- 
port of their rich strike as stated by Boss 
and Wagner. 

Mr, Wagner owns six claims in the Lar- 
deau, tho principal of which are the Lar- 
deau and Duncan. While developing the 
Lardeau the miners struck a fine body of 
solid ore five feet wide, Mr. Wagner, on 
making an examination, found to his great 
surprise that the ore looked altogether dif- 
ferent from any he had obtained before, and 
took down a sample to Mr. A, H. Harrison 
for assay, and the button waa nearly half as 
large as the sample assayed, going 
3,312 ounces to tho ton. Ail now 
ogree that Mr. Wagner owns the 
bosa minea in West Kootenay. He made a 
new diacovery this summer and named it the 
"Francis Jewel." While developing it, a 
body of eolid ore was strnok nine feet below 
tho surface, whioh consists of native silver, 
bromide of silver and gray oopper, averag- 
ing over 2,000 ozs. to the ton. Mr. Wag- 
ner'a men when he lett had out into the ore 
body four feet, but had not got tlirough It, 
so he was unable to ascertain the extent of 
the vein. 

Messrs. Wagner and Bosa brought in to 
Thomson's to-day about 50 lbs. each of 
samples from their claims, consisting prin- 
cipally of native silver, grey oopper and 
bromide of silver. 

On nearly every claim in tho Lardeau 
that has been developed the gulenu gives 
pliice to grey oopper, notivo silver and 
bromide of silver, at from C to 50 feet. 
Mine owners in the Lardeau are conse- 
quently in high spirits, and confidently look 
for the Lardean to become in the near future 
tho greatest gold, oopper and s.iver camp in 
America. 

Meera. M. Beaton, J. W. Thomson, R. 
Williams, 'John Burns and Alexander Simms 
own a group of seven oli-ims whioh show up 
well, all showing ore thut averages over 300 
ounces. They intend curly in the spring to 
erect a wurehoueo und ship ore to Thoiu- 
son'a by puck train. 

Mr. JOd. Crockett, while devoloping tho 
Nettie L. and the May Be, owned by him 
and W. Pool, reports that the galena at a 
depth of ten feet changed to grey oopper, 
whioh shows every indication of being very 
rich. This lead, accordiog to several of the 
best American assayers, carries $49 in gold 
to the ton. 

Seattle capitalists have examined this 
group, and it is expected that most of the 
claims in it will ohaugo hands before spring 
4t a figure in tho neighborhood of 310,000. 

About 75 mon aro placer mining on J^ar- 
deuu creek, and from reports most of them 
ttro likely to do well. About §1,000 in nug- 
geta und duat liave been brought; into Tnmt 
Lake City during tho luat few days. A box 
of tho yellow duat containing about SGUO

In testing the ground he 
has leased — from Trout Lake City to tho 
canyon — he got an ounce a day to each man, 
Mr. H. A. Brown and Captain Davis have 
loft Thomson's to examine the Uuion placer 
claim above the oiayon, with u view of put- 
ting on more men and working it on a more 
oitenaivo aoale, us the prnspeoting work 
that has been done proves it to be very rich.

of tho Parnellitos, presided over a largo 
meotiug at the Rotunda laat ovoning. TIo 
denouncod the g&vernmenb for aooopting 
with eqmnimity the deoWon of the House 
of Loida ftgainab Home Rule and for remov- 
ing Home Biile from tho category of urgent 
qneationt. If the agltition to abolish the 
Houie of Lords ba intcrpoaed now, Homo 
Rule would bo relegated to tho background 
for a generation. Tha abolition of the right 
of entail nonid be the i;reate8t revolation in 
EflgUah hiatory. The meeting passed a 
resolution to the effact that everything poa- 
Bible should bo done to force tho immediate 
dissolution of pikrliameut and obtain from 
tlie electors a [rcsh luandnto as to Homo 
Rule. 

New YoHK, O^t, 8 — Tlis ciiouliir issued 
by the Irish independent pnrliumcutary 
party, of this city, of which Edward 
U'Flaherty la proeident, protesting uguiust 
any ossistanco being yivoii by loyul Irish- 
men to H')n. Edward Blake, M.l',, states 
that Mr. IJUko cornea to tho United States 
ao a bfgijing nmtiaasndor to replenish the 
funds of tho Whig faotione in Ireland, who 
have openly aoknowledgcd an EogliahmaQ 
aa their leader.

Sontliwostern ■\ViiBhlu!;toii Much Interested 
In tho Show— The Kinieral Ulrci'tors 
and Their Day. 

Tacoma, Oct. 9. — No part of the North- 
west has taken i, greater interest in tho In- 
tsratate fair thra that lying in the south- 
western portion of thia atate. In raoogni- 
tion of the aplendld exhibita and the aaaitt- 
ance the people of that region have rendered 
the fair the management has set apart to- 
morrow as a special day for Oiympio, Thurs- 
ton county, Ctiehalia county, Gray's Harbor 
and Ocosta.

HO LAST WORDS. 

Oliver "WendPll Holmes' End Came Unher 
aided and Suddenly. 

Boston, Maaa , Oat. 0.— Death oaroe tc 
Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmea in a chamber 
overlooking the Charles river, immortalized 
in tho famous poem " My Aviary." The 

mcmbera of the family thought that the end 
might come in a few months, that the ag'd 
"autocrat" would not survive tho chilling 
winds of another Now England winter, and 
were not prepared for his death when it 
aotually came. Seated in his chair unoon- 
sciouenoes came to him, and in a short half 
hour his spirit had flown, There wna no 
time to put him into bod, and before tho 
physicians who had been summoned could 
arrive. Dr. Holmea was dead. There were 
no last wishea ; the " last word " was never 
spoken, for the end came unheralded and 
suddenly. 

Dr. Holmes and his son, Judge Holmes, 
were in the midst of a conversation in tho 
poet's chamber yesterday afternoon, just 
preceding the former's death, and to neither, 
certainly not to the judge, waa there any 
evidencd that the end was so near, Tho 
cooveraation waa auoh aa would naturally 
be held between the two men. The dying 
poet, for be waa even then, it seems, pas- 
sing away, w.s sitting in a chair with his 
head bowed upon tho arm of another chair, 
and it was thought ho would be more com- 
fortable if ho could be moved into his favor- 
ite armchair. Accordingly hie aon support- 
ed Dr. Holmes to the big chair, and aa tho 
poet sank into it he leaned hla bead on one 
of the side reats and said : " That is bet- 
ter, tbank yon." This simple domestic 
phrase was the final ntteranoe of Dr, 
Holmes, 'Hla aon and. .Mrs. Diswell, who 
were in the room, aoon ' noticed that hla 
breathing beoam^e irregular and it almoat 
immediately ceased altogether. 

FOR THB'FBONT. 

British Military Attaches for tho Contending 
Japuneso and Chinese Armies. 

Montreal, Oct. 9 — (Special. )— On the 
train for the Pacifio ooaat wore Capt. Duval 
and Capt, Cavendish, who aro bound for the 
Orient ; the former to be a camp follower of 
tho Japanese troops and the other to follow 
tho Chinese troops wherever they go. They 
are special military offioers sent by the 
British government for each side, and will 
follow every movement and make reports on 
tho faoiB and results.

San Fbanoisco, Got. 9 —The U.S. ateamer 
Coivin arrived from Alaaka yesterday after 
experiencing a viery rough paaaage. She U 1 1 
Ounalaaka on the S7th of last month, and on 
the 30th she encountered strong westerly 
wicda but eacaped without damage. On 
Friday last, however, while oft Point Arena, 
ahe got in a northwest gale and had to heave 
to. The wind blew terrifically for about 
sixteen hours, during which tbe starboard 
davits were carried away and the starboard 
boats smashed by the heavy aeas, whioh 
washed tbe vessel's deok. The rails were 
also badly injared. 

HE FASTED TOO LONG, 

Professor Bloan Goes Fifty Days Without

UNCIVIL AS USUAL. 

The organ of the Opposition cannot for a 

moment co&so to be ungracions, spitefal and 
ill-natured. It appeiirs to take a delight in 
being boorish and disagreeable. It seems 
impossible for it to say a pleasant or a 
kindly word of any opponent, under any 
cironmBtanoaB. Its oomments on tlie retire 
ment of Hon. Mr. Vernon and the advent to 
ofiice of Hon. Mr. Martin are oharaoteristlo, 
Wo must say that wo are not surprised to 
find that it grosaly miarepresents and 
spitefully disparages the late Com 
misaioner of Lands and \Vorka. 
The Times has never forgiven ,.that 
gentleman for having proved that it 
belied and slandered him. It did its best 
to injare Mr. Vernon's of&oial reputation 
and private character but oonepiouously 
failed to do him any harm, and it conae 
quently hates him heartily and cannot help 
showing its dielike when no politieal end ia 
to be served by the exhibition of its malice. 
But there was po reason why it should have 
treated Mr. Martin so cburliahly. An ex 
presaion of goodwill would have done it no 
harm and would have ahown that the 
critioiaros it may make on his 
ofEoial conduct were nob inspired 
by party antipathy. Since before Mr 
Martin has, in hia official cspaoity, done 
«Uher good or ill, the Times haa prejudged 
and condemned him as incompetent and un 
progreeaive, it will take good care to aay 
nothing that will falaify its prejudgment and 
prediction. The readers of the Times and 
the public generally, seeing the spirit in 
whioh Mc. Martin is welcomed by the organ 
of the Opposition, will know what value to 
place on ita roprasontationa of the adminis 
trative acta of tliu new Chief Commiaaioner 
of Landa and Works. It would have been 
wiser for the Timea to have aaautriod tho vir 
tuo of courteay though it had it not than to 
have greeted him In tho surly and uncivil 
way it did. 

BRITAIN STILL ASBAD. 

The trade prospects of Groat Britain are 
obeering. At the meeting of tho Aaaooiated 
Chambora of Commerce Proaidont RoUit 
Hhowod that the croakinga that had 
been heard of the decline of Britiah 
trade and of tho failure of Britiah manu 
faoturora to compete with those of other 
nations, were altogether groundleaa. To 
prove that in commerce Great Britain waa 
holding her own, and aomothing more, ho 
inatanood tho traffic through tho Suez oanal 
Of the 3,082 voasala that paaaod 
through that canal in 1893, 2,202 
wero Britiah, 260 German, Hi Dutch, 
and 160 i"renob. The American ves 
aela were ao few that they do not appear 
to be worth mentioning. A glance at tho 
above figures shows that the Britiah ahipa 
exceeded thoao of all tho rest of tho world 
by 1,412. The Britiah ahlpa pasaing through 
the op.nftl numbered 2,202 and those of all 
other natiana only 820. Thia places tho 
oommeroial iupremaoy of tho Britiah Em- 
pire in a very strong light. Bradatrect'a, in 
an article on British trade proapoota, com 
menting on Proaident Rollit'a apeooh, saya ; 

That tho relative commercial progroen of 
oonntrioa competing with Giout Bri- 
tain, not only Germany, but France 
and the .Onltfld V. Statoa- :. waa greater 
than that of tho former,; waa an 
allegation often made and aooapted, bat one 



which very careful invoatigation decidedly 
deacredited. Outside Europe there could 
be no queation aa to the continuance of tho 
great preponderance of tho trade of tho 
United Kingdom which, in the oaao of colo- 
niea and dependenoiea, was not only over- 
whelming but inoreaaing. The prevailing 
impreaaion that German or any other bual- 
neaa had been gaining ground everywhere at 
the expenae of Britiao trade appears by a 
recent report to ba erroneous, the probability 
beinj! that the repetition of particular facts 
from variona places aa to Gi rnmn conipo- 
tition, while tho larger trades wore not re- 
ported upon, mi^jht bo rcaponaiblo for tho 
tear that tho trado of tliu United Kingdom 
was giving way at every point, whereas tho 
contrary waa the faob, . 

There are Cdnadians who are ready to 
give circulation to every gloomy report, and 
every nonsensical theory, with respect to 
the alleged deolination of Britiah commerce. 
We have uo aympathy with such peraonano 
matter what their object may be. We are 
proud to . find onr Mother Gountry atill 
keeping her position In the commerce of the 
world, and to see that she ia likely to re- 
tain her supremacy. 

THS: CZ/LR'S ILLNESS. 

Tho illneaa of the Czar haa given riao to 
many gloomy forebodinga. It ia now known 
that Alexander III is and'al ways has been 
a man of peace. He haa been averse to war 
and he haa ainoe hia aooession in 1881 
done not a little to preserve the peace of 
Europe. When it la oonaidered that tho 
Czsr poaaeasea immense power and that on 
hia mora will tho happiness or tho niiaery of 
millions depends it can easily be understood 
thab the proapeot of the death of a good Em- 
peror raisea the gravest apprebenaiona in 
tho breaata of the atateenieu and tho people 
of many uationa. It ia known that 
aa long aa the present Czar lives 
Ruaeia will not rush wantonly into 
war, and when Ruasia is peaceably disposed 
there ia little fear of diatnrbanoe in Europe. 
But if an Emperor ascended the throne of 
Ruaeia greedy of conquest and ambitioua of 
military glory ho could in a very abort time 
plunge tho whole of Europe and a groat part 
of Asia into war. The Czarowitch ia o 
young man whoae diepoailion, aa far aa is 
known, ia amiable. He baa been carefully 
educated and he haa seen a good deal of the 
world. It may be ihtkt he ia aware of the 
danger of using deapotic powers recklessly, 
or perhaps he, like his cnuain the Emperor 
of IGermany, has very high notions of the 
power and authority of the Sovereign. 
It ia altogether likely tltaii he doea 
not, like bia kinaman, posaesB the dtaeretion 
to do little more than make strong apeechea 
about hia own rights and hia Bubjecta, 
duties. The loyalty of the Russians is very 
different from that of tho Germans, and the 
Russian Emperor may do, with tho certainty 
of the approval and the obedience of his sub- 
jects, what the Emperor of Germany would 
hardly venture to attempt. A little con- 
sideration will show the intelligent reader 
why it ia that the whole of Europe ia so 
solicitous about the health of the Emperor 
of Ruasia, and why the rulers of the Old 
World are ao disturbed ab the proapeot of 
hia death. 

It ia impoBsible to form an opinion from 
the newapaper reporta as to what la really 
the condition of the Czir'a health. All that 
is known with any degree of certainty is 
that he is ailing. Wheth?r he ia seriously 
ill or whether hia indisposition Is slight and 
temporary no one outside the inner circle of 
royalty aeema to know.

Revelations of financial orook- 
ednesa have been made in nearly every do- 
partmout, grosa violations of the law have 
repeatedly occurred, and ehameful inefli- 
cienoy haa generally prevailed." High offl" 
oiala are acouaed of receiving bribes. A 
well known lottery dealer has aworn that he 
paid §3,000 for the pledged protection of hia 
lottery buaineaa, and it ia aaKorted that $1,000 
was given to tho Attorney-Genoralon behalf 
of tho Louiaiana Lottery Company with a 
promise of $20,000 in all for the protection 
of that corporation In a monopoly of the 
lottery buaineaa in Kansas. 

All thia confirma tho experience of nearly 
every country in the world in which popular 
government exiata. That experience ahowa 
than blatant demagogues and loud-voiced 
profesBorsof political purity, whenever power 
IB placed in their hands, turn out to be the 
most greedy and the moat impudent of cor- 
ruptioniata. When in oppoaition they atruiu 
at gnats, but when in power they swallow 
tho whole menagerie.

Ue was 
received as enthusiasticBlly in Mis- 
souri aa he waa in Maine. Louia- 
iana, it is said, will next month return a 
majority of representativea in favor of pro- 
tection, and there are other Indications 
which show that tho days when the 
Democrats could count on a ao'.id South 
have gone by.

The U S.S. Mohican arrivnd at San Fran 
Cisco yesterday from Ounalaska with the 
patients from the whaling fleet. The apring 
whaling catch ia reported to have been a 
failure, as last year the whales were 
slaughtered off the mouth of Mackenzie 
rivnr and tho survivors have sought new 
feeding grounds. It is oxptotod that half 
the vessels in the Arctic will come back 
empty. Tho whaling sohooners Emilie 
Schroodcr and Silver Wave, formerly re- 
ported lost, are said by one of the returned 
whalers to be high and dry on a sandy buuoh 
and will likely be floated again. Captain 
Bain, of the Sohroedor, after hia vessel waa 
beached established a land station at Poiut 
Hope and made a raid on the whales from 
the shore with his small boats. Many 
deaertiona are reported from the whaling 
fleet, eapeoially from the ateamer Alexander, 
who losl nine men in thia way. The U S S. 
Bear during the season brought over 150 
reindeer from Siberia to Port Clarence 
where they aro a groat saooeaa, multiplying 
rapidly. At Ounalusku, bowevert the deer 
are a failure, 200 having laat season been 
killed by falling over precipices, the herd 
being reduced now to only 20. Tho Boar 
brought 17,000 lbs. of bone from tho whal- 
ing fleet to Ounalaska. 

THE " QU.VDltA's WOItlC. 

A Nanaimo special to the Colonist says : 
" Tho Dominion steamer Quadra called in 
here laat ovenirg from Baynes Sound. 
Graaaey Point beacon haa been ro-oreoted in 
the position tho black apar buoy waa moored 
in. The two amall spar bu> ya marking the 
crossing over Kelp bar have been removed, 
and two single-pile beacons errected with 
lattice work in the shape of a triangle on the 
head of each. These beacons are jaat north- 
ward of the croaaing matka and should be 
passed to the southward. Captain Walbran 
sounded over the oroaaiiig between the bea- 
cons and to a distance of one cable eoulh- 
ward of each beacon, and found no leas than 
two fathoms when reduced to a low water 
ordinary spring tide. 

A yUKSTIOK AS TO UESPUNSIBILITV. 

There seems to be a little misunderstand- 
ing at present as to who should assume man. 
BgemenB of the pile driver which cipsized in 
Roaa bay Monday. The owner says he has 
nothing to do with the raising of tho craft, 
while the other interested party claims to 
be not reapcnalb'e for the accident. It is 
said the aoow waa leaking and to avoid the 
accident ooonrring in deep water the tug 
put into Bosa bay with it. Meanwhile, 
however, the pile driver lies on its aide in » 
dangerous condition and its engine and 
other machinery have gone to the bottom of 
the bay.

Good time having been made on the voy- 
age from California the San Francisco 
steamer Umatilla was earlier arrivmg than 
usual last evening, notwithstanding tho bad 
weather exp»rienced on part of tho trip. 
There were G6 cabin and steerage pasaoiigors 
aboard the steamer for Viotoria and other 
northern ports of oalL .Tbestcamer also 
had a good freight, of which over 77 tons 
were for this city.

Bi fore going 
out again ahe will have eome trifling repaira 
mado which have been required aince last 
spring, but which owing to preaaure of work 
could cot be conveniently done heretofore.

He Does Not Think Gladstone Will 
Again Appear in British 
, Folitics. 



Skattle, Ojt. 9 — Oa tho arrival of the 
City of Topeka laut ovenini^ a Telef;raph re- 
pprter boarded het and was iotrodaoed to 
Lord BraBBoy. " Well, what do you want 

me to talk about ? " bu said, 

" Am I OD buainesa or pleasure? Prin- 
cipally busineaa. I am on three royal com- 
miaaiona anil ehall have to bo buck in I^ng- 
land to attend the Bittings of the couimia- 
aions early in November, bo my atay will be 
muoh shorter than I would desire, for I am 
a Binccro woU-wiaher of the United States. 
I admiro its push and onterprise and hope 
the day may not be far distant when tho re- 
lations may bs muoh closer botwocn the two 
great GugHsh speaking countries, when wo 
may have some treaty of perpetual comity 
BO that wo may act tofjothor ; so that wo 
may exercise a moat powerful iuQuonco on 
the world's affairs. Take the Chineae-Jap- 
anese war, for instanoe. . In oaee, as seems 
by DO means improbable, the OnincBe em- 
pire should be broken np and new arrange- 
ments have to he made, we might, working 
together, exerciae a more or less extended 
protectorate, which other nationa would ln\ 
powerleea to interfere with. 

" Among other reasons for my trip was 
the wish to see how a pbilanthropiu coljiiy 
that I founded some years ago at iodian 
Head, in the Northwest territory, was pro- 
greasing. I found the C3loniBta all doint; 
well, bub none of them were on niy land, 
and I have come to tho concluaion that emi- 
gration fostered by either the government 
aid or wealthy individuala is not a auccesa, 
aad the only way to expect immigrants to 
thrive ia to Ipt them come of their otvu voli- 
tion, aa tho United States has done. This 
ia by no moatia my (irat vialt to tho United 
Statoa, but ic ifl I he tirat time that I have 
ever got bo far West. The country here far 
snrpnases my expectations, the timber we 
saw iu the Skagit valley being excoptionaliy 
fine." 

Turning to EngllBh politica, Lord Brasaey 
said : " I do not think that with the burden 
of S'2 years reatiop; on hia sboul iera, and 
after a life so actively spent on behalf of hia 
country, that Mr. Gladstone will over 
appear a^ain in the sphere of pnliticu, 
though Providence may give him sufficient 
physToal power that eome great question, 
like the Bulgarian atrocities of some years 
ago, may stimulate and rouse hini to action. 
But it iu not expected or deaired that he 
should ever again take on his shoulders tho 
burden of directing the policy of the British 
empire as prime minister. Lord Rosebery 
seema to be giving full satisfiiotlon and no 
oomplaints as to his couise are heard In 
Libejal oirolca. He ia very popular amooK 
Ihe "class of people whose interest in poli- 
tics is veiy alight and who Hko a man to 
own a good horae and to take an intereat in 
national aports, though among the noncom- 
formiats, who look upon racing ai an ovil, ho 
is not in high favor. Tho next election will 
probably settle the Irish question forever, ab 
if tho Liberals win there will bo a bill 
brought in not at all diaaimilar from the last 
one, while if the Gonaervativos are suoceEs- 
ful they will probably legislate on aonifwhat 
tho same lines though under a different 
name. It ia very desirable that tho qurs 
tioo should be settled as at present tho Irieb 
members' vote on imperial matters is solely 
guided by local interests to the detriment of 
the nation."

In tho United States enumer- 
ation ia outrun by tho rapidity of org*nizi- 
tion. ThcBo faciB will Borvo to give aomo 
idea of the magrii;udo of a movenjent which 
is only yet in ita inouptiou. 

One denomination olfcra tho sincerest 
flattery to Mie B.)yb' ISrigade by their imita- 
tion of it 111 orpanf/.ing with characteristic 
slowneaa llie ('hurch i^'id .' Brigade, and Ihia 
notwithataiidiiig tho fact of tho perfectly 
non sectarian character of tho organi/.ilicn 
and tho fact of ita vico patron being the 
Aichbishop of Cinterbury. It ia, wo under- 
stand, tho first diaaentiug Boys' Brigode. 

Tho honorary presidont is tho Karl of 
Aberdeen, and the vice-presidents the Earl 
of Mount Edgoumbe, the Lord Kianaird, 
Sir Donald Stewart, Sir Thomas Clark and 
Professor Henry Drummond. 

The oonatitation aaya : *^The object of 
thia brigade ahall be the advanoement of 
Christ's Kingdom among the Ix>ye, and the 

Sromotion of habita of obedience, reverence, 
iaoipline, salf-rospect, and all that tends 
towarda a true Cbristian manliness." 

A company of the Boya' Brigade, in con- 
nection with the Y.M.C.A. of Victoria, was 
organized and enrolled Eome timo ogo, which 
I understand is now defunct. In ovory in- 
stitution of a pormanont character there is 
what may bo termed a vital principle, and 
our experience in tho actual working of tho 
Boys' Brigade sooms to indicate that this 
principle ia tho connection or rnlation be- 
tween the company and tho congregation, or 
what ia tho eume thing, the company and 
tho Sunday echool. I believe it to bo a mia- 
tako to organize iu any other connection, 
ond am therefore not surprised when such 
companies cease to oxist. 

In British Columbia thoro aro two cam- 
panics enrolled and partly uniformed, and 
two others in some stage of organizition. 
Thero is the Wellington company, enrolled 
March 22, 1891, which is in splendid con- 
dition and an incalculable aid to Sunday 
school work, not to say one word about the 
tranaformation of the boya theuiselvea (no 
awearing or ungentiemanly conduct ia toler 
ated for an instant in the company). Tho 
other enrolled coropanyia nnder the direo 
tion of the Rev. J. W. McMillan, Mount 
Pleasant, Vanconver, enrolled- abont the 
uma time aa the Wellbgton oomptiny, alao 
In exoeilent condition. Rev. B. O. Muri 
Bon. of tho St. Coldmba church, and Rev. P, 
MoF, Macleod, of the Central ohuroh, Jamea 
Bay, Yfotoria, are directing the other two 
companies. 

It is tho earnest conviction of the writer 
of this letter thacno church is efliciontly organ- 
ized without this important ad junot. If tho

A By-Law to Enablo tlio Corporation of 
tho City of Victoriri to niiao tho sum 
of $:150,000 for Watur Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whoreaa it ia expedient and neoeaaary to 
raise a sum ot money for extendluK and im- 
proviDg tlie anpiily ot water of tlie water works 
ot the' City of yiotorfa to the inhabltanU 
thereof, and for that, purpoae to raise by \ray 
of loan upon the credit of the aald city tho sum 
of ?I50.000; 

And whoreaa It will require tho sum ot 
$7,731 to bo raiaed annually by rate for the pay- 
ment Gf tlio new dobtand iutoroat; 

And whcreaa tho whole ratable land and 
Improvomonta or real properly of tho said cor 
poration of tho City of Victoria, according to 
the lost revised assessment roll for tho year 
18S4, la 915,559.870.(10; 

And whereas It will roqulro an annual rale 
of ono half of ono mill In tho dollar for paying 
such now debt and intereat; 

And whereas thia By-law shall not be altered 
or repealed excepii with the conaent of the 
Uenteuant-Qovemor-In OooncU. 

no it thoreforo enacted hy the Mnnicipol 
Co\incil of Lho corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria, aa followa: 

Soo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation ot iho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon llio credit of thu aaid Corporation by way 
of tho dcbonturca huroinaftor montloned from 
liny person or peraons, body or hodiea corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advance tho same 
aa a loan, a sum of money not oxcojdlng in th3 
whole tho Bum of $150,000 currency (or atorllng 
money, at tho rate of 4.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all sums so raised 
or received to be paid into the handa of 
the Treaauror ot the said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the object hereinbefore re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It bliall bo lawful for tho aaid Mayor 
to cause any number of debcnturea to be made, 
oxcGUled and isaued for auch aums aa may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
$loO,000, elUier in currency (or sterling money 
at the rate ot 1.86 2-3 dollara to the one pound 
sterling) aa may be required, each ot the said 
debentnrea being ot the amount of 91,003 or its 
aterllng equivalent at the rate aforeaaid, and 
all auoh debentnrea ahall be aealed with tho 
seal of tho Corporation and aignod by the 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Tho aaid debentures shall boar date 
the lal day of October, 1801, and shall bo made 
payable in fifty yoara from the said dato at 
such place, either in Great Britain, the United 
Statea ot America; or the Dominion of Canada, 
aa may be designated thereto, and ahall havo 
attached to them coupona tor the payment ot 
Intorost, and tlie Bignaturea to tno Interest 
coupona may be either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Sec. i. The aaid debentnrea shall bear In 
tereat at the rate of ii per cent, per annum 
from the date thereof, wliloh Intereat ahall be 
payable half yearly,' at anoh place, either In 
Croat Britain, the United Statea of America, 
or tho Dominion of Canada, aa may be ex 
pressed in the debentures and coupona. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho aaid Mayor 
to cause tho said dobonturos and tho Intereat 
coupona, either or both, to be made payable at 
auch place, either in Great Britain, the United 
Statea ot America, or the Dominion ot Canada, 
aa may be deaired. 

Sec. G. For the purpoae of ralatng annually a 

certain specific sum for the payment ot the In- 
terest on tho said dobonturoa during their cur- 
rency, there ehall bo raiaed annually tho sum 
of 86,750, and for the purpose of raising annu- 
ally a certain apeolflc aum for the payment of 
tho debt at maturity, there ahall be raiaed an- 
nually tho Bum of $985.

Frills still hokl their own. Tlioy aro 
sliiiwu upon sonio of tho handsomost of 
pillow.-i niiulo, but thoro aro somo ro- 
Etriotions as to their uso. Thin silks, 
soft orieutal crapes and all tho multi- 
tude of lovoly art moslius and oottou 
Btnfls ore eminently, suited to just that 
finish, ' and all oushions bo ooverod will 
ho frilled. But heavier materials, suoh 
as cordm'03', iignrod volvot and oven 
tho much enduring demin aro loft quito 
plain and ate simply seamed j^t tbo 
edges.

Liiit'U, tliat fabric that has so steadily 
gained iu i'avor, is to bo found in gri'at- 
er variety of colors and qualities than 
over before and promises to bo a prime 
favorite for pillows. Iii white and all

silks of absolutoly fast dye, and so can 
be removed and laundered as often as 
they show soiL The darker colors,' of 
which, by the way, tho agra linou 
shows a multitude both fascinating and 
tempting, aro trtated much as silks aro. 
In any color tho agra liuons can bo 
houghc for 75 Ct?nts a yard and aro 44 
inches wide. When to those figures is 
added tho fact that they wear liko iron, 
it is easy to understand tho reason of 
their favor.

Au Anthracite Miue lu Pennsylvania 
Gets Ablaze With Terrible 
Resnlts. 

Numbers of Lives Lost— Several 
Thonsaud Colliers Thrown 
Oat of Work;- .'"^ " 



SiiA.MOKiN, Pu., Ooli. 9.-^Th'e mbtt dia- 
aatrous mine fire in the hlatory of the an- 
thracite regions of Pennsylvania started at 
the Luko Fiddler colliery lust night from 
the naked lamp of a workman. Five per- 
sons are known to be dead. Irwin Buggin- 
ton with a number of other carpenters was 
at work half way down the shaft in the air 
paaaage. It is tho rule when doing this work 
for the men to use lanterns; but in 
thia caso the rule was disregarded and 
naked lamps wore uaed. Detecting a leak, 
Bulliogton placed hia lump to tho draft and 
the flamo inmiediatoly caught the boards, 
which wore saturated with oil, and was 
taken into the air chamber. Realizing the 
awful cou8( (|uencee of hia act tho man at 
ouuo started for the bottom of tho shaft 
to notify tho workmen employed 
there ot their danger, his oompauiona 
in tho meantime rushing up tho ahiift to 
safety. When BuUingtoa had notitiod the 
workmen below ho atopped to exchange hia 
rubber boots for u pair of shoes, and the 
delay in doing this oost him his life. He 
staggorod to within thirty feet of the door 
of a passage-way which led to the open nir, 
but hero he was overcome by smoke and fell. 
His body waa found thia morning. The 
other bodies are still in tho mine. 

Michael Golden, one of the inside o£BoiaIs, 
wae at the bottom of the shaft when the 
alarm was given and he at once notified the 
men working in No. 3 slope, while John 
Dunmore perforined a like duty for those 
employed in No. 2 slops. Golden told the 
men if an opening by whioh it waa possible 
for them to reach a new shaft, and leading the 
way fortheseven menempioyed inthisportion 
of the mines, Qolden made for the passage, 
which waa safely reached although it was 
nearly filled with smoke. The iron bucket 
used to hoist the men holds six peraons, 
Thia was quickly filled, and in responso to 
the frantic signals given by those below the 
engineer began to hoist. Notirly ton trips 
had been made when it was discovered that 
a number were missing. They had succeed- 
ed in getting half way up tho old abaft when 
the smoke lorced thorn back, Tho travel- 
ling way to the oust of the shaft was very 
s'roDg. When nearly half way to 
Sifety I'jvans, one of them, who 
is but a boy, gave out, and 
to save hia young cumnide from u certain 
death, lOimomiB, a companion, picked him 
up and succeeded in reaching tho open air. 
When all who could do bo hutl reached the 
surface and an enumeration had been made, 
it was found that four workmen, in addition 
to BuCQngton, were missing. Rescuing par- 
ties were organised to go to the relief of 
those imprisoned. Before the pluoea where 
the men wore known to h »ve worked wore 
reached, however, the smoke drove the res- 
cuers back and the attempt was given up. 

When the report of the disaster reaohed 
Springfield and Shamokin, men, women and 
children who had relatives working at the 
mine rushed to the adene, and aooh i-.the air 
was filled with ibe lamentations of thoso 
who 0ought their de&r pnea. Ail c::cc 
up ihrcugh thd air p&asape shot a sheet of 
flame twenty feet high. In three minntea 
the fan house was a mass of blackened cin- 
ders. The flimee by thia time wore creating 
havoc with the workings below, and in ad- 
dition to tho timbers, which were nearly all 
on tire, tho beds of anthracite were 
beginning to burn and tho whole mine in tho 
vicinity of the bottom of the shaft was aoon 
BBOothing furnace. Thia morning a con- 
sultation was hold by the ofiiciala aa to the 
advisability of attempting to remove the en- 
tombed men. It was decided, however, 
that the elTort rraa worac than useless as it 
would certainly result in the death of aome 
of tho rescuing party. The coal run portion 
of tho Fiddler is workirg A'ith the Gimlet 
and Hickory Ridge collieriea, and 
in consequence they aru not working. One 
thousand m<>n were employed at the Luke 
Fiddler colliery, and another thonsaud were 
given employment at the Gimlet and Hick- 
ory collieries. ' These men will bo idle for 
many months. The latest plan adopted by 
tho ofTicials to quench tho fire is by pumping 
all available water into the mine and thus 
drowning it out. This will take months to 
do.
